“T’'ve never been in New Jersey,” 
the boy told a Constitution reporter 
in his cell at police station. “In fact, 
I've never been farther north than 
Cincinnati. I don’t even know what 
New Jersey looks like,” he concluded. 

The boy, who earlier had described 
the murder of William J. Clarke, Hill- 
side, N. J., jeweler, in lurid detail, 
declared that he read accounts of the 
slaying in a newspaper and “the thing 
just got in my mind and I told the 
officer I did it.“ 

While the boy calmly went about 
the business of telling police that there 
was not a word of truth in his con- 
feasion, news was received from Hill- 
side Tuesday that an officer was leav-

Washington, June 1.—(/)—New 
skirmishes in the prohibition war were 
engaged in today at the capitol while 
a senate judiciary sub-committee was 
battling without immediate success 
over the legality of President Cool- 
idge’s order authorizing the employ- 
ment of state officers as prohibition 
enforcement agents. 

Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
found himself the target for some of 
the wet leaders in the senate as a re- 
sult of his Sunday address at Balti- 
more declaring against state prohibi- 
tion referendums and warning that 
candidates for office could not hide 
behind them to avoid declarations on 
the wet and dry issue. 

Proposes Compromise. 

Senator Edge, republican, New Jer- 
sey, declared in a statement that the 
resubmission of the eighteenth amend- 
ment as suggested by Senator Borah 
would accomplish nothing. He pro- 
posed that the wets and drys get to- 
gether on an amendment that would 
provide some opportunity for a pes- 
sible solution of existing conditions. 

For his own part, Senator Borah 
declared that he would carry on the 
campaign begun at Baltimore on his 
von initiative and responsibility at 
such times as opportunity might pre- 
sent itself. 

His statement was in response to an 
announcement by Orvill S. Poland, 
counsel for the Anti-Saloon League of 
New York, that the Idaho senator 
would be invited to visit New York 
and rag! for the drys against 
Senator adsworth, republican, New 
York, who is up for renomination this 
year, 

LaGuardia Assails Borah. 

Another fling at Senator Borah’s 
stand on the referendum question 
was taken by Representative La- 
Guardia, progressive socialist, New 
York, who said in a statement that 
„it begins to look like a case of an- 
other good man gone wrong. ee 

“I cannot understand,” he said, 
“how Senator Borah can claim that to 
seek modification of the law or re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
through proper constitutional or leg- 
islative channels is an act of nulli- 
fication and at the same time counte- 
nance the present actual living nulli- 
fication of the amendment through 
its universal disregard, disobedience, 
willful violation, corruption, graft, 
crime and even treason. 

“Regardless of the effect of the 
referendum in the state of New York, 
and everyone knows that it will not 
bring back light wines or beer, or 
will not decide anything, it is a state 
matter entirely and one which should 
be left to New Yorkers to either sup- 
port or criticise.” 

Tinkham Presses Probe. 

While the issuing of statements 
went forward at the senate side of 
the capitol, Representative Tinkham, 
republican, Massachusetts, introduced 
his resolution proposing the appoint- 
ment of a special house —— to 
investigate whether epresentative 
Crampton, . Michigan, a 
lending dry, or any other members of 
congress has received money from the 
Anti-Saloon League for making pro- 
hibition speeches over the country.

SENATE ASSAILED 
AS SOLONS HURDLE 
FARM RELIEF BILL 


Senators Exhibit Resent- 

ment Over Failure To 
Get Consideration for 
Pet Measures. 


ARMY AIR SERVICE 
BILL IS TAKEN UP 


Trammell Attacks “Spe- 
cial Interests,” While 
Norbeck Takes Pot 
Shots at Dill. 


Washington, June 1.—(/)—Aban- 
doning, temporarily at least, the long 
pending migratory bird bill, the sen- 
ate voted today to make farm relief 
legislation its unfinished business and 
then agreed unanimously to lay it 
aside and dispose of the army air 
service expansion measure. 

Fiery debate accompanied the car- 
rying out of this program with in- 
creasing evidence of a deep feeling of 
resentment by a number of senators 
because they have been unable to get 
consideration for measures which they 
regard as of major importance. 

The bird bill, which would authorize 
the establishment of game refuges and 
shooting grounds to be paid for out 
of license fees charged hunters, was 
not allowed to go by the board with- 
out a struggle. 

Friends of the measure at first 
sought to invoke the drastic cloture 
rule limiting debate to an hour for 
each senator, a rule which has been 
put into force only twice in history. 
Democrats from the southern states 
and a few republicans from the west 
blocked that effort, the vote being 46 
to 33, or seven less than the necessary 
two-thirds majority. 

Dill Attacked. 

Before reconsigning the bill to the 
calendar, Senator Norbeck, republican, 
South Dakota, in charge of it during 
the two weeks it has been before the 
ate, took a few pot shots at Sen- 
ator Dill, democrat, Washington, and 
others of the small group who have 
led the fight against the bill. 

With the bird bill out of the way, 
Senator McNary, republican, Oregon, 
asked unanimous consent that the 
farm bill— the administration co- 
operative marketing and the corn belt 
measure combined —be made the un- 
finished business. Senator Bruce, 


democrat, Maryland, objected and Sen- 
ator McNary moved that this be done 
and there was no dissenting vote. 

Meanwhile, Senator Trammell, dem- 
ocrat, Florida, had renewed his effort 
to call up his resolution proposing a 
federal trade commission investigation 
of the recent increase~in the prices 
of gasoline and other petroleum prod- 
ucts. He asked for two hours’ con- 
sideration and finally narrowed that 
request to an immediate vote, but Sen- 
ator Pine, republican, Oklahoma, 
objected 

McNary Conceded. 


During the discussion Senator Mc- 
Nary promised that later on he woul 
lay the farm bill aside temporarily so 
there might a vote on the Tram- 
mell resolution and also that the sen- 
ate might consider the Copeland coal 
distribution bill. 

Senator Trammell assailed the sen- 
ate for failure to permit him to call 
up his resolution. He said he viewed 
“with alarm” a situation that had 
developed where it seemed — diffi- 
cult to get through a resolution for 
an investigation of “the special in- 
terests.“ He added that many sena- 
tors seemed to stand in “fear and 
trembling” when it came tole ques- 
tion of investigating the S dard Oil 
companies.

Presbytery, Charged 
W ith Insubordination, 
Wins in Fight Before 


General Assembly. 


CHARGES AGAINST 
SYNOD DISMISSED 


Complaints Resulted 
From Licensing Two 
Years Ago of Preacher 
Who Denied Virgin 
Birth. 


Baltimore, June 1.—(#)—The New 
York presbytery was found not guil- 
ty of insubordination by the Presby- 
terian general assembly, sitting as a 
judieial court late today. 

Three complaints against the pres- 
bytery, growing out of its failure to 
license preachers in the past year aft- 
er being reprimanded last year, were 
dismissed after it was found that the 
“presbytery assures the assembly it is 
trying to carry out” the orders given 
it last year. 

Another complaint against the syn- 
od of New York growing out of the 
same case also was dismissed. 

Cause of Action, 

The charges against the presbytery 
and synod resulted from:the licensing 
two years ago of Rev. Albert D. Gantz 
to preach after he had denied belief 
in the Virgin birth. 

The presbytery last year was re- 
buked for this act and instructed to 
take proper action, although the na- 
ture of such action was not deter- 
mined by the assembly. 

The presbytery thereupon appoint- 
ed a committee of eleven to determine 
upon the best course of action, includ- 
ing an inquiry into any other causes 
of unrest. 

The minority of the New York 
presbytery, headed by Rev. Walter 
Duncan Buchanan, complained to the 
assembly that the presbytery through 
its committee of eleven was endeavor- 
ing to delay action. The assembly 
found that the “method adopted is in 
harmony with the desire faithfully to 
carry out the mandate.” 

“It is largely an interpretation of 
motives and good faith,” the decision 
continued,” and the presbytery main- 
tains it is earnestly seeking the best 
method.” 

Insubordination Charged. 

The statement of the commissioners 
from the presbytery to the 137th gen- 
eral assembly was cited as an instance 
of insubordination. It protested that 
the assembly had no authority in the 
presbytery’s action in ordaining min- 
isters. The presbytery concurred in 
this report and thereby brought itself 
under another charge. 

The judicial commission ruled that 
the commissioners were within their 
constitutional rights in filing such a 
statement. The last point of argu- 
ment, the stoppage in ordaining of 
ministers, was found to be a pre- 
rogative of the presbytery. 


“The action of the presbytery re- 
gardin future licensures and ordina- 
tions dealt with a subject well within 
its jurisdiction,” the report concluded. 

The complaint against the synod 
had arisen from the charge that it 
refused to hear the appeal of the mi- 
nority of the presbytery when it com- 
plained in regular manner against the 
majority. The synod herein was found 


dito be within its rights in paassing the

ng in Good Faith. 

The — . had become cele- 
brated as a battle between funda- 
mentalists and modernists, ended with- 
out either side being directly involved. 
The ruling, finding that the New 
York presbytery was acting in 
faith, also tacitly bound the presby- 
tery ‘to continue to act under the as- 
sembly.

Warsaw, June 1.—(/)—Because 
he found himself without “glad 
rags” or even a boiled shirt at 
the moment that he was elected 
president of Poland today, Pro- 
fessor Ignatz Moscicki was forced 
to request a postponement of his 
inauguration ceremonies from to- 
morrow until Friday. 

Professor Moscicki was return- 
ing to Lemborg from The Hague 
where he appeared before the ar- 
bitration court and was traveling 
light. 


Warsaw, Poland, June 1.—@)— 
Poland has a new president, but Mar- 
shal Pilsudski for the present remains 
master of the country. 

Professor Ignatz Moscicki, a teach- 
er of chemistry, now nominally holds 
the executive power. He has never 
been politically prominent and today 
informed the Associated Press corre- 
spondent that the presidency had been 
“wished on” him, while he was mere- 
ly passing through Warsaw from The 
Hague to Lemberg, and averred that 
he was not even equipped with the 
necessary dress clothes for the occa- 
sion. Therefore, he explained, it had 
become necessary to postpone arrange- 
ments for his induction into office un- 
til Friday noon. 

Returns to Warsaw Friday. 

The president-elect proceeded to 
Lemberg tonight. 
there to Chorzov, his home, to settle 
his private affairs, and will réturn to 
Warsaw early Friday for the inaugu- 
ration ceremonies. 

Professor Moscicki was elected on 
the second ballot by the national as- 
sembly today. In the first ballot he 
secured only four more votes than his 
principal opponent, Count Bninski. It 
was only when the socialists decided 
to abandon their candidate, M. Marek, 
and support Marshal Pilsudski’s nomi- 
nee, that Moscicki was able to obtain 
a majority. . 

In yesterday's voting by the nation- 
al assembly, Pilsudski himself was 
elected to succeed President Wojciech- 
owski, but declined to serve. Mos- 
cicki, who was one of the two candi- 
lates named by the marshal, today 
received 281 votes as against 200 for 
Count Bninski, and one for the so- 
cialist Marek. His majority was 
11 votes less than Pilsudski him- 
self scored yesterday, with 63 absten- 
tions, as compared with 61 yesterday. 

Pilsudski Pleased. 

Marshal Pilsudski expressed the 
greatest satisfaction over the elec- 
tion. He will continue to exercise a 
dominating influence on the strength 
of his personal popularity, and on his 
backing by the army, in which changes 
are being made daily to insure his in- 
fluence in every regiment. 

Moscicki’s election has had the ef- 
fect of quieting the Polish people’s 
excited nerves. As a _ gentleman, 
scholar and inventor he appears to 
enjoy the respect of all parties.

HOUSE IN HEATED 
DEBATE ON FRENCH 
DEBT AGREEMENT 


Advocates Prepared To 
Press for Final Vote Be- 
fore Adjournment of 

House Today. 


Washington, June 1. ( — The 
house engaged today in heated debate 
on the French war debt settlement 
which was taken up after its oppon- 
ents had won ap initial skirmish by 
blocking an attempt to force a final 
vote before night adjournment. 

Representative ‘Tilson, the republi- 
can leader, however served notice he 
would press for action tomorrow,.ex* 
plaining he was anxious to send the 
bill of ratification: as speedily as pos- 
sible to the senate, where stiff oppo- 
sition is expected. 

Settlement Plan. 

The settlement, negotiated by the 
American debt cémmission, proposes 
funding the debt of $6,847,674,000 in 
principal and interest, over a 62-year 
period. Initial payments begin with 
$30,000,000 annually for the first two 
years, gradually increasing thereafter. 

Representatives Collier, of Missis- 
sippi, and Rainey, of Illinois, both 
democrats, led the attack against the 
settlement on the ground that it was 
not based on France’s capacity to pay, 
Rainey contending that the ways and 
means committee in recommending ac- 
ceptance of the agreement had only a 
statement from Secretary Mellon, head 
of the debt commission, to substan- 
tiate its action. 

Mr. Rainey said the agreement was 


two hours and 15 minutes duration, 
while other house committees pon- 
dered for months to obtain informa- 


ernment. 
Defend Settlement. 

Proponents of the settlement, in- 
cluding Chairman Green, of the ways 
and means committee; Representative 
Burton, republican, Ohio, a member 
of the debt commission, and Repre- 
sentative Mills, republican, New York, 
rose vigorously to its defense. 

Reviewing the ecogomic condition of 
France, Mr. Green contended that 
country was taxed to the limit and 
that the terms of settlement were as 
favorable from the American stand- 
point as tould be obtained at this 
time. 

Mr. Burton said the terms would

MORE BLOODSHED 
SEEN IN TRPOL 


BY GEORGE SELDES. 
(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 
Tripoli, May 30.—(Delayed.)— 
Ancient Tripoli, with machine guns 
in the clock tower and sand bags 
and barbed wire around the public 
buildings, is preparing to defend it- 
self against a religious uprising in- 
spired by the “die hard” rebels, who 
refuse High Commissioner Jouvenel’s 
peace terms and in desperation are 
sending out bands throughout the 
Mohammedan and Druse sections for 
the purpose of engulfing Syria in 
anti-Christian war. 
Numerous religious feuds, with 
hundreds of dead, herald a war be- 
tween the Metawali Mohammedans 
and Druses on one side and Christians 
of all sorts on the other. In one 
village near the Anglo-American 
Quaker Mission, presided over by 
Daniel Oliver, there were 60 murders 
this month. 
One small, village has beaten Chi- 
cago’s record,” said Mr. Oliver. 
The religious hatred of 600 years, 
which every century has resulted in 
massacres, was exploited today by 
the rebels in a last attempt to smash 
the French peace plans. 
I am informed from reliable neu- 
tral sources that a group of rebels, 
not willing to conclude peace with 
France, held a conference and de- 
cided on the following plans: 
_ As soon as the harvest is gathered 
in a fortnight, to divide their forces, 
which are badly defeated, into bands 
of not more than 200.

Lanktord Asks 
Law To Prevent 
Sale of Patronage 


Washington, June 1.—(Special)— 
Representative Lankford of Georgia 
appeared today before a sub-committee 
of the judiciary committee in behalf 
of his bill te prevent the sale of put- 
ronage and to make unlawful the sa- 
licitation of funds for political pur- 
poses from postmasters, rural carri- 
ers or other federal employees or from 
applicants for any of these positions. 

he sub-committee had before. it 
the bill by Lankford and others de- 
signed to end the patronage evil, * 
ticularly as it relates to the south. 

Lankford argued that there should 
be a criminal statute broad enough 
to caver any and every subterfuge that 
might be resorted to by those control- 
sing patronage and by which money 
is obtained from pubtic officials or 
from those who are applicants. 

A majority of the sub-committee 
stated to Lankford during his argu- 
ment that they favored legislation 
along the line of his bill and would 
recommend the passage of such legis- 
lat ion. N 

Lankford said after the hearing that 
he was highly gratified with the hear- 
ing and that he was confident that 
the time was ripe for the enactment 
of legislation which would wipe out 
the vicious patronage system which 
has existed so long in many sections 
of — eountry and especially in the 
south,

WETS PLAN TROUBLE 
FOR SENATOR BORAH. 
BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, June 1.—Wets Ieid 
n row of tacks down in the path of 
Biz Bill Borah, the new white hope 
of the drys, with the fervent pray- 
er that he would pick up a puncture. 

The chief tack layer was Senator 
Edwards, New Jersey, wet democrat, 
who said the lure of the white house 
is causing Borah to play politics with 
the prohibition issue and who asked 
the Idaho senator whether he also 
favors literal application of the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments 
which would require all negroes in 
the south to be allowed to vote. 

J challenge the sincerity of the 

able chairman of the senate foreign 
relations committee to go before the 
country on a platform which magni- 
fies the sacredness of the eighteenth 
amendment and remains silent on the 
flagrant violations and un-American 
practices which have grown up under 
the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments,” Edwards said. 
“The lure of the white house is 80 
great, and the open season for presi- 
dential candidates is clouded with so 
many aspiring faces in search of the 
Coolidge mantle that prohibition must, 
perforce, be used as an_ enticing 
bait.” 

Borah's speech at Baltimore at- 

tacking the New York state referen- 
dum and the modificationist campaign 
generally has come as a big relief to the 
drys who have noted with some alarm 
the tendency of dry politicians ‘to 
dodge the prohibition issue at a time 
when help is most needed. Some of 
the drys, such as Oyville Poland, of 
the New York Anti-Saloon league, are 
welcoming Borah as their new leader 
and the more enthusiastic are ready 
now to make him their presidential 
candidate in 1928 whether Coolidge 
runs or not. 
There is much under-cover jockey- 
ing over the republican nomination, 
Coolidge has given no inkling of his 
intentions with regard to another 
term except to permit ublication 
while on his vacation at Swampscott 
last summer of a letter from an ad- 
mirer urging him to run again. The 
response to that feeler was favorable 
enough to keep Coolidge’s hopes up. 
He has suffered some reverses since 
then and has lost considerable support 
in the farm belt,. His prestige has 
been further damaged by the defeat 
of the loyal senatorial candidates, 
McKinley in Illinois, Pepper in Penn- 
svivania and Stanfield in Oregon. His 
silence on prohibition, and his recent 
executive order with its unexpected 
reaction have lost friends among both 
wets and drys. 

These difficulties are not sufficient

rh IN PROHI CASE. 


Washington, June 1.—(4#)—Declar- 


ing that the dominant purpose of the 
federal probibition enforcement act 
was to prevent the use of intoxicaling 
liquor as a beverage, the supreme 
court held today that all the provisi- 
ons of the law are to be liberally con- 
strued to that end. : 

The decision, read by Justice San- 
ford, came in an appeal by the Ma- 
King Products company of western 
Pennsylvania, which insisted that the 
law compelled the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue to issue it a permit to 
handle denatured alcohol. The com- 
missioner refused to issue the permit 
and the company appealed to tbe 
courts. 

Asserting that congress, in carry- 
ing out the purpose of the enforcement 
act, had not intended that the commis- 
sioner should perform the merely per- 
functory duty of granting mit, to 
any and every applicant, withort ref- 
erence to his qualification and fitness, 
Justice Sanford said the commission- 
er had the right to determine whether 
the applicant was a fit person to be 
entrusted with such a privilege.

The killing of Officer Bland fol- 
lowed an alleged attack upon a well- 
known girl whose family reside here 
for which the two sons of Fulford, Hu- 
bert Fulford and Ommie Fulford, ages 
28 and 22, were sought. 

According to the state’s case, Ful- 
ford shot and killed the officer. who 
had warrants for his two sons, charg- 
ing a statutory offense. The killing 
oceurred in the Seaboard Air Line de- 
vot here. ; 
An eye-witness, Deputy John Robin- 
son, charged Fulford with opening fire 
on Bland without warning . 

The defense claimed self-defense, de- 
claring Fulford did not shoot until he 
had been attacked by the officer. The 
defense introduced no witnesses, rely- 
ing upon the statement of the defend- 
ant which was made late yesterday 
afternoon. — a : 

Fulford is well known in this vi- 
einity, having lived here more than 
25 years.

Cattle Dipping 
By Government 


Upheld by Court 


Washington, June 1.—(#)—Federal 
authorities have power to enforce cat- 
tle dipping in the various states for 
eradication of the Texas fever tick. 


The supreme court so decided in 4 


celebrated case, involving a challenge 

of federal authority in Georgia, where 

it was contended that the rights of the 

— — were being invaded by federal 
8. 

“The federal government told the 
court that an armed insurrection ex- 
isted in Echols county, Georgia, where 
employees of the bureau of animal in- 
dustry had been sent to assist local 
authorities in enforcing laws for the 
dipping of cattle. The dipping vats 
were dynamited and spraying pens 
burned, and upon armed resistance the 
federal representatites proceeded 
against Oscar Thornton and others and 
obtained their conviction. 

Jurisdiction of the federal govern- 
ment to act was challenged on the 
ground that the cattle in question were 
not in interstate commerce. 

“It is very evident from the act of 
1884 and the subsequent legislation 
and the regulations issued under them 
that everything authorized to be done 
was expressly intended to prevent the 
spread of disease from one state to 
another by contagion. .Which of 
course means by the passage of dis- 
eased cattle from one state to anoth- 
er,” the court declared in its opinion. 

“This is interstate commerce. The 
quarantine provided for was to stop 
and regulate such interstate commerce 
until it could be safely carried on. 

“The requirement of dipping was 
a reasonable condition of ails owing cat- 
tle from a suspected district to pass 
into another state and the provision 
of ,dipping vats and other means o 
— ying with this requirement in a 

er county by the United States 
and the supervision of such diping by 
federal employees. 

Where quarantin? was necessary. 
There is no evidence that federal em- 
ployees took part in enforcing dipping 
of all cattle of the county. That was 
done by the state officers under the 
state law. 

“But it is said that these cattle do 
not appear to have been intended to 
be transported by rail or boat from 
one state to another and this only is 
interstate commerce in cattle under 
the constitution. They were on the 
line between the two states. To drive 
them across the line would be inter- 
state commerce and the act of 1905 
— prohibits this,” the court 
said.
